The lessons which Christ taught by 
example in His Incarnation are the 
lessons which He later taught by word 
on the mount in the eight Beatitudes: | 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit“; 
“Blessed are the meek”; “Blessed are 
they that mourn”; “Blessed are they 
that hunger and thirst after justice”; | 
“Blessed are the peace makers“; 
“Blessed are the clean of heart”; 
“Blessed are they that suffer persecu- 
Non for justice sake”. | 

(b) The predominant evils in socie-| 
fy are lack of reverence for things | 
sacred, disregard for law and author- 
ity, whether human or divine, greed, 
dishonesty, strange opinions concern- 
ing marriage, divorce, sex, morality | 
in general. 

Remedies for these evils are sug- 
gested in lessons taught in the act of 
the Incarnation itself. It was to re- 
store the glory of which the Almighty 
had been robbed; it was to do the 
Heavenly Father’s will, that He be- 
came man. Greed and its daughter, | 
dishonesty, are combatted by Christ 
voluntarily wedding Himself to pov-| 
erty; and who does not know what 
His attitude was towards questions 
domestic and social? 

The evils as between nations are 
principally jealousy, envy, distrust, 
hatred. The Incarnation was moti- 
vated by love; and love unbounded, | 
unselfish, is the predominant charac- 
teristic of the Saviour from Bethle- 
hem to Calvary. His mandate to all 
His children, individually and collect- 
ively, is “Love thy God above all 
and thy neighbor as thyself”.| 

The Example of Jesus 

In Bethlehem the Infant Saviour 
taught not only the worthlessness and 
even the harmfulness of the things 
for which most people in this world 
strive, namely, riches, honors, pleas-| 
ures of sense and of appetite, but the 
singular worth of holiness, the only

the story of steady growth in holiness, 
and of happiness which increased in 
the same ratio as holiness. If you 
would learn what real happiness is, 
cultivate holiness. 
Other Lessons Taught 

These are only a few of the lessons 
taught by the Infant Saviour, the ob- 
servance of which would conduce to 
Society’s improvement. He teaches 
further, for instance, the value of the 
child, the love of parents for their 
children, of children for parents. What 
jubilation in the prophet’s utterance 
“a son is given to us; a son is born 
to us!” What a rebuke to those who 
shirk parenthood! Think of what Jo- 
seph and Mary endured for Jesus at 
Bethlehem and, after His consecration 
to God in the temple, what they suffer- 
ed during several years of residence 
in Egypt, where they had absolutely 
nothing in common with the people, 
and where their privations and heart- 
aches were great. On the other hand 
think of how devoted Jesus was to His 


parents during the thirty years He 


lived with them, even if on one occa- 
sion He allowed them to “seek Him 
sorrowing” in order to teach the les- 
son that His Father’s business had a 
first claim on Him. 
The religious life, chaste virginity 
in the world, indissoluble married life, 
the priesthood, the missionary life, all 
find divine approval in Christ; more 
than that He recommends one of these 
various states to all, having in mind 
that God's glory and the individual's 
sanctification can be promoted in each, | 
if good will, the right intention, self-/ 
sacrifice accompany the choice. 

I have emphasized the fact that 
it is more important to learn lessons 
from the Incarnation than to be mer- 
ry while celebrating its anniversary, 
it is because “the grace of God our 
Saviour hath appeared to all ag 
the purpose of instructing us to hve 
A. and justly and godly in this 
world.” Only then will the “blessed 
hope” of being united everlastingly 
with God in Heaven be justified. In 
recounting these lessons I have only 
followed the admonition of St. Paul, 
who commands us to “speak and ex- 
hort these things in Christ Jesus, our 
Lord.” Him I implore to bless you 
and yours, to save you and yours. |

THERESA DURING THE CHRISTMAS SEASON 


The reader will be interested, at this Christmas sea- 
son, to learn the different turn in the experience of 
Theresa Neumann from Christmas until Septuagesima 
Sunday. This is what is known as the Joyful season of 
the Church and while, as already mentioned, Theresa is 
spared the regular Friday suffering during the Joyful 
and Glorious Seasons of the Church, she is not necessarily 
spared the sufferings of reparation. They take a different 
form. Often they take the form of some dreadful disease, 
for instance, the illness borne by the person for whose 
conversion she offers her sufferings of reparation. 


The first vague copy of the great

The Savior, Whose Passion she sees in Vision and 
with Whom she suffers brings cheer to her heart. Her 
pastor told the writer that every day from Christmas 
until the feast of the Epiphany she sees our divine 
‘Savior as an Infant from the Consecration until the Com- 
munion of the Mass, and in the afternoon at Benediction. 

On the eve of Christmas she sees Joseph and Mary 
start on their journey to Bethichem from Nazareth, sces 
them pass the first night under a tree, the second night 
at the home of a stranger, and the third night seeking 
shelter in vain at Bethlehem. She is at the hut of the 
shepherd when the angel appears and announces the great 
tidings, and stands in a corner of the stable shortly after 
the Babe is born. 

On the feast of the Epiphany she sees the Wise Men 
starting from their respective countries and journeying 
to the Holy City with a retinue numbering about three 
hundred. She sees Herod misdirect them to a Bethlehem 
which lay in the north of Palestine. 

During the week between the feast of Epiphany and 
its octave she sees Jesus as a child of about two years. 
On the afternoon of the feast of the Epiphany she wit- 
nesses the marriage feast of Cana, and in the evening 
the Baptism of Christ in the Jordan. This is in keeping 
with the liturgy of the Church; for on the feast of the 
Epiphany the feast of the Magi of Bethichem, the mar- 
riage feast of Cana, the Baptism of Christ, are com- 
memorated.

In 19228 the inscription was done 
into English by E. G. J. Hardy, prin- 
cipal of Jesus College, Oxford, and 
published by the Clarendon Press as 
‘The Monumentum Ancyranum.” 

So rich in classical information and 
historical data is this inscription that 
the scholars appear to have overlooked 
its peculiar significance to the Chris- 
tian religion. That it completely sub- 
stantiates Luke's story of the 4 
census, which was the occasion for the 
journey of Joseph and Mary to Beth 
lehem, and so of the birth of Jesus in 
that town of prophecy, is a fact of 
| sensational importance. 

St. Luke’s Reference 

Critics have long pointed out that 
there is no evidence in secular history 
of such a census as Luke mentions, at 
the time indicated. Other censuses, 
before and after the birth of Jesus, 
are of record. Luke's, however, has 
been the only known and specific al 
lusion to the Christmas census. His 
familiar words are repeated myriads 
of times every recurring Christmas:
